Vv c in the new s media who sup­ 
ported the concept of the Legislature 
rewriting the constitution also must 
share responsibility, We felt the law­ 
makers could rise above immediate 
political considerations. We felt they 
could act like statesmen with tho fu­ 
ture of the state in mind. We wcie 
wrong. 
The people of Texas are the big 
losers. The cost of the convention is 
a small loss. Texans must continue 
to live under an outdated constitu­ 
tion that prevents governmental eifl­ 
uency and in many ways is ineffec­ 
tive. 
Liberals who favor centralizing 
power in Washington are the big 
winners. When state and local gov­ 
ernments are impeded in solving 
problems— as they are under lexas’ 
present constitution—it is much eas­ 
ier for power to flow to the federal 
government. 
So where do we go from here? 
Public reaction to the failure will 
be one guideline. 
Certainly the research that went 
into the revision effort should not be 
v. as ted. 
Another convention— one with­ 
out legislators serving as delegates 
— is a possibility. 
Or 
the 
Legislature could try 
piecemeal revision by submitting a 
few amendments at a time to voters. 
This present failure could make such 
ar. attempt hard to sell, however. 
So the state is in limbo. The 
present constitution is unsatisfacto­ 
ry for an urban, industrialized state. 
,\nd a group of selfish special inter­ 
ests has prohibited voters from even 
considering a new charter. 
Our sympathy is extended to the 
dozens of hard-working delegates 
who did their best to give Texans a 
choice on the ballot this fall. They 
were in the majority in the conven­ 
tion, and they merit the appreciation 
of their constituents for acting in a 
reasonable, responsible manner. 
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Time has no* become the 
most 
critical 
element 
in 
m> 
efforts 
to 
convince 
Governor 
Dolph Briscoe to call a s p e e d 
session of the Legislature. 
As the days tick off. so go the 
chances that we in the Legisla­ 
ture will be able to give the 
schools across this state any 
help financially. 
As everyone 
has 
been 
victimized 
by 
the 
skyrocketing prices and gallop­ 
ing 
inflation, 
so 
have 
the 
budgets of many, many schools. 
Many 
schools 
are 
already 
facing deficits in their l9 ”4-75 
budgets. 
Those budgets must 
be 
submitted 
to 
the 
Texas 
Education Agency by Aug. 20, 
just a matter of days from now. 
It is clear and obvious that if 
emergency school funding legis­ 
lation is not enacted by that 
time, schools will be forced to 
operate on a financial shoe­ 
string. 
The most frightening thing 
about this is the distinct possi­ 
bility that some school districts 
will be forced to cut back on 
their educational programs and 
curricula. 
Or 
perhaps 
the 
district will have to increase ad 
valorem taxes to pay for the 
higher costs of education. 
Or, 
and I do not like the thought of 
this but it is also a realistic 
possibility, both of those things

process at an early date.

least a little of the m om entum w e had, and let the people 
m ake the final decision on the best w e could produce,’ 
said Patm an.

The contract provision calling for an 
architect was one of the agreement clauses 
that stalled Tuesday’s signing.

have th(* authority to act on behalf of the 
owner. 
'Phe architect will make periodic 
visits lo the site to familiarize himself with 
the progress and quality of the work and to 
determine if the work is proceeding in 
accordance with the contract," the South 
Plains agreement states. 
But later in the agreement, a provision 
reads, “ the architect will not be respon­ 
sible for construction means, methods, 
techniques, sequences or procedures, or for 
safety precautions and programs, and he 
will not be responsible for the contractor's 


failure to carry out the work in accordance 
to the contract." 
Trusit'cs Lloyd Fry and (ieorge Dutton 
argued 
that

architect 
should be responsilde for the means and 
methods. 
But Donahue replied that the arehitect
